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{ OWARD the end of 1860, Father Edward Hannin was sent by Bishop 
Rappe to the village of Euclid to purchase property and open a church 

for the Catholic people in the area. In the early days he read Mass in the homes 
of his parishioners and it is said that the first Mass was celebrated in the parlor 
of the Lamb residence. The new pastor finally secured property on Chardon 
Road, half way between Chardon Corners and St. Clair Street for a price of 
one hundred dollars. He then struck a bargain with Mr. Thomas Hynes to 
build a Church for $1266 and work began in the Spring of 1861. The young 
missionary aptly named the new parish after the great Apostle and mission- 


ary, Saint Paul. He remained until 1862, when Father Francis Salaun was 
appointed as his successor.

He was then thirty years 
old and was destined to spend the rest 
of his days laboring among the pio- 
neers of Euclid. Father Martin had a 
new parish and Church but now need- 
ed a home. He solved this problem by 
buying the property and home of Doc-

EEPLY concerned about the lack 

of a burial ground for his parish- 
ioners, he petitioned Bishop Rappe in 
1869 for permission to purchase land for 
a cemetery. He exchanged properties with 
Mr. Kilfoyle and the first grave was 
opened in January of the next year to 
receive Wilhelm Werner, a civil war vet- 
eran who had died of typhus. 
In addition to his duties in Euclid, Father 
Martin travelled frequently to other com- 
munities in the area to attend to Catholic 
needs. He used a handcar on the railroad 
and many were the men who helped him 
pump back and forth to such communi- 
ties as Willoughby and Mentor to say 
Mass and prepare the Children for First 
Communion.

of women’s suffrage, of the foundation of a Temperence Union, 

of the fifty-four dollars in his Easter collection, and hundreds 

of other items that reveal him as a priest alive to the national 

and local problems of his day. Those who still remember him, 

speak of him as a zealous father of his people, learned in the 

teachings of God and man.

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HE people of our day enjoy gazing at the 

moon and wondering about life on that plan- 
et, and we wonder if Father Martin did not often 
look out upon the fields and farms about his parish 
land and wonder what the future would bring to 
Saint Paul's. Little could he visualize the tremendous 
growth of his community and parish, and little 
could he know that in an area he once served all 
alone, their are now some twenty parishes and more 
than sixty priests. Father John W. Bell became pas- 
tor of Saint Paul’s in January of 1900, but left soon 
after to take charge of the new parish of St. Joseph 
in Collinwood, once a mission of this parish. He 


was succeeded by Father Patrick J. Shea who remain- 
ed until 1904. 


ATHER Joseph O’Keefe was sent as Pastor 

that same year. During his administration 
in 1908, the Collinwood School fire took the lives 
of thirty-five children. They were all buried in our 
cemetery. Father O'Keefe remained until 1910 when 
Father John J. Scullen took charge of the parish. 
The Golden Jubilee of the parish was celebrated on 
July 31, 1910 with a week long celebration. After 
Father Scullen came Father Thomas G. Ring in 
1914, Father Thomas Mulligan in 1923, Father 
John Ryan in 1923, Father Felix Alinskas in 1929 
and Father Edward Gracey in 1930. With Father 
Gracey, a new era in the history of the parish began.

ATHER GRACEY, a chaplain in the first World 

War and known for getting projects under way 
with military precision and dispatch, recognized that the 
old buildings at Saint Paul’s had served their purpose and 
were now beyond repair. He and his parishioners began 
the new era at Saint Paul’s by moving the old parish house 
built by Father Martin to its present location on Saint Clair 
Street, buying the old Avery home on Chardon Road near 
Euclid Avenue and moving it to its present spot to serve 
as the new administration building for the parish.

N the late Fall of 1930, Father Gracey 

secured a loan of about seventy-five 
thousand dollars to finance the building of a 
new Church and School. Ground was broken 
in February of 1931, the corner stone laid on 
Easter Sunday and the new buildings dedi- 
cated by Archbishop Joseph Schrembs on 
September 13th of the same year.

T the time, the depression was upon us and 

jobs were unavailable. The new and large 
debt seemed insurmountable. Each year the Sunday 
collection decreased and the pennies in the poor box 
plus the Saint Vincent Paul Society fed many a child 
in the school and many a family in the parish. The 
social hall in the school and the Euclid clubhouse be- 
came the scene of many card parties, dances, bake-sales 
and dinners and provided happy hours of leisure and 
many dollars to help reduce the debt. That people love 
their parish and remain within it is proved by the lists 
of names of the people who served as leaders for these 
activities, for the very same family names still appear 
on the present day lists for today’s events in the parish. 
How true it is that Catholic culture depends upon the 
home and its good example! 
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Many a parishioner repays a loan through The Officers of the Credit Union, Vincent de Paul and 
these Credit Union bars Holy Name Societies meet to plan future activities.

ATHER Gracey resigned in 1935 when he 

was called back to active duty as a Chap- 
lain in the United States Army. His successor was 
Father Raymond J. Gorman. His first undertak- 
ing was the celebration of the Diamond Jubilee 
of the Parish. A commemorative booklet, written 
by Father John Martin was published in October 
and a three day carnival concluded the anniversary 
year. Father Gorman’s task as Pastor was a pleas- 
ant one because he had parishioners who liked 
and admired him but his financial difficulties with 
the parish debt reached an emergency point in 
1938. The banks offered the parish a proposition 
of a ten thousand dollar reduction on the debt if 
the people could raise an equal amount, so the 
campaign ‘“Io Save Saint Paul's’ from financial 
ruin was begun. Through the combined efforts 
of all the parish societies, the pastor and parishion- 
ers, the gigantic task was completed in the Fall of 
1938 with a two day homecoming festival. Saint 
Paul’s was by no means out of debt, but the wolf 
was turned away a little further from the door. 
Father Gorman’s joy was short-lived, however, 
because a few months later, on February 27th, 
1939 while returning home from a Minstrel Show 
meeting, he was killed at the Dille Road crossing 
of the Nickel Plate Railroad.

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HE parish remained without an ap- Phe {i 
pointed spiritual shepherd until Arch- oa 
bishop Joseph Schrembs appointed Father 
Francis P. Brennan as Pastor. Born on May 
5, 1892, Father Brennan was the fourth 
child of Peter and Bridget Brennan. They 
were members of Saint Colman parish on 
Cleveland’s West Side. He was ordained by 
Bishop John Farrelly on September 14, 
1918 and appointed assistant in St. John’s 
Cathedral. His first pastoral mission was to 
St. Joseph Church in Mantua, then Im- 
maculate Conception Church in Willough- 
by and thence to Saint Paul’s. He was in- 
stalled as Pastor of Saint Paul’s by Msgr. 
Maurice Griffin on June 28, 1939. Hap- 
pily, he is still the pastor of the parish.

HE problems facing Father Bren- 

nan and his parshioners were 
many, but his good humour, wisdom 
and patience combined with the sacri- 
fices of his people were strong enough 
to meet every challenge. During the de- 
pression, city and diocesan taxes, current 
bills, necessary repairs and even the Sis- 
ter’s salary all remained unpaid; the par- 
ish buildings gradually fell into despair, 
but slowly, with a program of progres- 
sive improvement, Father Brennan had 
the buildings and parish grounds 
brought into proper shape. The parking 
lot was resurfaced, fences installed, build- 
ings repaired and painted and even the 
cemetery resumed an appearance of order. 


ECEMBER 7, 1941 found the 

parish preparing for another week 
of spiritual growth. The Altar and Ros- 
ary Society had elected new officers the 
week before and were receiving Holy 
Communion that morning. The Holy 
Name Society was to meet the following 
Thursday to elect its new leaders.

SPECIAL collection was announced to 

provide food baskets for the poor at 
Christmas and the next day was set aside for the 
observance of the Feast of the Immaculate Con- 
ception and for a parish social in the evening. 
Little did the parish know that the day would 
open a four year struggle for freedom. 

The war, although it brought with it pain 
and havoc, also brought increased employment 
plus the realization that prayer and sacrifice 
were necessary for victory. An organization 
was begun in the parish to provide material and 
spiritual aid to those in service, the number of 
Holy Communions increased, and gasoline and 
food rationing brought many back to the idea 
that the parish was the true center of their 
social and spiritual life.

HE parish contributed twenty thous- 
and dollars toward the rebuilding of 
Cathedral Square and sixty thousand for the 
building of St. Joseph High School. When 
all these debts had been worried over and fi- 
nally paid, Father Brennan could get down 
to the building of the new Saint Paul’s. 
‘The school building was completely firred, 
renovated and painted in 1948. A new con- 
vent was built on East 200th Street in 1950. 
The school enrollment had grown until a 
necessary addition of six classrooms and an 
enlarged social hall were opened in 1955. 
The school now has an enrollment of over 
600 children, taught by a staff of seven 
Ursuline Sisters and six lay teachers.

N Sunday, October 23rd the new 

outdoor shrine and statue of the 
Blessed Mother at the corner of East 200th 
Street and Chardon Road, was solemnly dedi- 
cated and blessed with a large attendance of 
the clergy and the faithful. 

The principal celebration of the 100th 
Anniversary of the founding of the parish 
was celebrated on Sunday, November the 
13th, at a Solemn Mass of Thanksgiving 
with the Most Reverend Archbishop Edward 
F. Hoban in attendance. The same evening 
found large crowds in the parish auditorium 
for the civic reception and celebration. 
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_ HE problem of enlarging the 

* Church, however, continued to 
occupy the pastor’s mind for many a day 
and night. Finally, in preparation for the 
parish centenary, the Church was complete- 
ly rebuilt. 

A new choir loft and organ, a new 
entrance, baptistry, sacristies, flooring, 
and new colorful windows installed. The 
seating capacity was enlarged by one hun- 
dred. The entire sanctuary and side altar 
were rebuilt in marble, oriental rugs added 
and the altars received permanent relics at 
their consecration on October 27, 1960 
by Auxiliary Bishop Floyd J. Begin who 
cemented gold cases containing the relics 
of Saints Innocent and Donatus into the 
altar tables. 


ATHER BRENNAN celebrated the Fortieth Anniversary of 

his ordination on September 14, 1958 when the Archbishop 
and tremendous numbers of both clergy and laity joined him at a 
Solemn Mass of Thanksgiving, a banquet and evening reception, to 
make the day a memorable one in his life. He has been the shepherd 
of St. Paul’s Church for the past twenty-one years. Because the out- 
standing growth of our parish is due to such a great extent to his 
work and example, we affectionately dedicate the remainder of this 
volume with the hope that the remaining years of his life will bring 
to him and his parishioners the same happiness and cooperation that 
both have received from one another in the past.
